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‘LESSON IN HOME DRESSMAKING 
“e-~The : Combination, a Staunch Ally of the Straightline 
| Mode, Is Easy to Make 


F THERE is any garment in the 

wardrobe of the stylish woman that 

avoids the pitfalls of fulness, it is 

the step-in por saation, It is one 
of the strongest allies of the straight- 
line frock. Not only is it of scanty 
proportion, fundamentally speaking, but 
when trimming is added it is applied 
with rigid economy. 

Note in the combination pictured 
how ‘lace is employed to lengthen the 
garment. The yoke is made of self- 
material, and must be cut in two pieces. 
When lace banding is employed, the 
yoke is all in one piecg. The flounce 
fastens under the hen at the lower 
edge of the front to give the step-in 
effect. 

In medium size the combination re- 
quires 1 yard of material‘ 36 inches 
wide, 1% yard of lace 31% inches wide 
for the yoke, and 2% yards of flounc- 
ing 1114 inches wide for the lower 
edge. The back and the front of the 
combination are cut without seams. 
If preferred, the flounce may be self- 
material. The yoke sections can be 
cut on a crosswise fold of material.

Much the same development has taken 
place in the telephone industry except 


that here the process was 


by about a quarter of a century. At 
first the wires were strung on poles and 
on roof-tops, but the time came when the 


number of wires had swollen from 
hundreds to thousands and the 
overhead method had to be aban- 
doned. Now, in the large commer- 


cial centers all the telephone wires 
are placed in underground cables. 

Previous to the development of 
underground transmission, the use 
of larger and heavier poles on the 
lines in our larger cities became 
necessary as the number of sub- 
‘scribers increased. The use of 
higher poles resulted in the at- 
tachment of more crossarms to 
the main line until finally pole 
lines in many cities were carry- 
ing as high as a hundred open 
wires, while in a few cities from 
150 to 200 wires were carried, Poles 
rose from fifty feet in height to 
sixty, seventy and eighty until 
finally the highest of all pole lines 
was built along West Street, New 
York City—every pole a towering 
Norway pine ninety feet in height 
and carrying thirty crossarms and 
three hundred wires.

It was about ten 
feet high by eight feet long and 
six feet wide and was _ provided 
on the outside with crossarms 
equipped with porcelain insulators 
to receive the bare, open wires, 
and on the inside with heavy, 
brass-plate, saw-toothed lightning 
arresters, adjusted as close as pos- 
sible to heavy copper ground wire, 
tacked to the same one-by-four pine 
boards to which the plates were 
screwed, It is recorded that the 
cupola leaked and that, in case of 
rain, it was necessary to place 
washtubs and tin cans to catch 
the drippings on the floor below. 

As early as 1880, the Bell engi- 
neers began to apply themselves 
to the special study of overhead 
and underground cables. The use 
of cables as a substitute for open 
wires in order to reduce the cori- 
gestion in thickly populated cities 
was not, however, the first phas3 
of their development. ‘The prin- 
cipal earliest usa of cables for 
telephone purposes was to carry 
wires across rivers, cither by plac- 
ing them on bridges or in tunnels 
or allowing them to rest on the 
bed of the stream. In 1S82 experi- 
cables were laid under. 
ground for a short distance along 
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and soon thereafter ‘the first ua- 
derground cables for commercial 
use were laid in Boston and Brook- 


lyn, but subscribers using the 
cable could not talk satisfactorily 
further than to the suburbs. In 
1887, however, the successful intro- 
duction of the twisted pair, under- 
ground conductor, revolutionized 
the underground construction and 
paved the way for the extensive 
use of cables. 

Up to that time progress, of 
course, had been slow. For exam- 
ple, in 1885, the total wire mile- 
age underground in New York 
City, where it naturally was need- 
ed most, was about the same as 
would be contained in a quarter- 
mile length of modern 1200-pair 
cable. By 1889, a few cables con- 
taining 50 circuils were success- 
fully installed and operated. These 
cables were two inches in diam- 
eter. Since then the technique of 
making telephone cables has ad- 
vanced steadily su that many of 
the cables placed today, although 
agnly 25, inches in diameter, con- 
tain as many as 2400 wires. 

Every year has seen an increas- 
ing amount of underground calle 
added to the plant of the Bell Sys- 
tem. For example, the year 1892

This was considered a phenomenal 
gain, but in 1922, just 30 years 
later, two million miles were add- 
ed—one hundred times as much 
as in 1892. Today, more than 66 
per cent of the wire in the Bell 
System is in underground cable, 
comprising more than 26,000,000 
miles. 

These underground cables, upon 
entering the modern central tele- 
phone office, pass directly inte 
what is known as the cable vaults. 
Like huge, sluggish snakes they 
appear, with gray bodies curving 
upwards toward the ceiling where 
they disappear from view. From 
there they go to the Terminal 
Room where the cables end and 
the wires are fanned out to begin 
their twistings and combings on 
their way to the switchboard. 

It would be difficult to imagino 
a modern city with overhead wires; 
in fact, télephone development as 
it is known nowadays would ‘e 
entirely impossible under those 
conditions. It seemed that cities 
had about reached the peint ot 
telephone saturation some thirty 
years ago, because of the conges 
tion of overhead wires, but the 
placing of the wires undergrount
